In Bad Under the New Cold Storage 
Laws.

II. E. Barnard, -tate food and drug* 
I commissioner, ha- prepared to com ­ 
municate with the fifty or mon* cold 
1 storage men of the state concerning 
• the most convenient time fo r holding 
a meeting, within the next few days, 
j to prepare a tentative list of rules for 
I the enforcement o f the new Indiana 
I cold storage law. 
I nder the law, 
the -tate board of health ha- the pow 
cr to draft such rule- a- are neces- 
; sary fo r the enforcement the meas­ 
ure. 
But in order to adopt a rule 
list that will result in the least fr ic ­ 
tion between tin* hoard and the sto r- 
age men. while resulting in a proper 
enforcement o f the law. the storage 
men will he asked to offer -uggvs- 
| lions. 
I he rule- will be adopted ait 
the April meeting of the -tate board 
of health. 
Mr. Ba rt la rd ha- also sent circular 
letters to all tin* produce dealers of 
the state, calling their attention to the 
provisions ot tin* an ended food and 
drug law, which make it an offense to 
se ll had eggs, whether knowingly or 
not. 
P la card - arc to he printed and 
posted all over the state, iii order 
that farmers and poultry raisers, a s 
well a s dealers in eggs, may be a p ­ 
prised of the provisions of The law. 
Mr. B arnard expects to clean up 
the milk situation and the dairy' bara 
situation in the state rather speedily, 
under an amendment to the food and 
drug law relative to adulterated milk. 
Under the amendment in question, 
visible dirt in a bottle o f milk shall 
constitute 
adulteration, 
and 
shall 
provide not only a basis fo r perse­ 
cution, hut evidence against the deal­ 
er or producer, as well. 
Another phase o f the law. which 
was suggested by the Governor, pro­ 
vides that milk -hall not he sold as 
pasteurized milk which has not been 
subjected to 
a temperature of at 
least 145 degrees for thirty minutes, 
or a temperature of 16.5 degrees for 
thirty seconds. 
A 
former common 
practice. Mr. Barnard said, was to 
heat milk only slightly, an d then offer 
it for sale as pasteurized milk. 
This, he said, served only to kill 
the lion-dangerous germs, while not 
affecting the dangerous ones. 
U nder 
this clause, lie said. the departm ent 
I expected to stop the sale of much s o ­ 
ldi nett I called pasteurized milk. 
The department also gains added 
power from the clau-e which gives it 
the power to de-troy, by kerosene, 
egg-, fish or game. 
Formerly the 
department could u-e kerosene only 
iii the case of meat.-, and wa- not 
able to destroy egg-, fi-h o r game 
when used as evidence for the con­ 
viction of dealers.

Purdue University E nlarges Scope of 
Agricultural Extension Work. 


Lafayette. 
Ind., 
March 
15.— Tin 
hoard of trustees of Purdue universitx 
has created a new d epartm en t, to he 
called the departm ent of agricultural 
extension. 
This was m ade possible by 
an act of the last legislature, appro­ 
priating $30,000 annually for the work 
of agricultural extension at 
Purdue 
ami providing for a new d epartm ent to 
have charge of this work 
The aet of 
the legislature says, “the money shall 
be used for the dissemination of i n ­ 
formation relative to agricultural, do­ 
mestic silence and rural life among 
the people of the state.’’ 
Heretofore the agricultural exten­ 
sion work of Purdue has been a minor 
part of the experiment station activi­ 
ties. 
T h e re is also a departm ent of 
f a r m e r s ’ institutes which had charge 
of all tie- institute work in the state. 
This divided the two branches of the 
extension work in such a m an n er that 
It was impossible to obtain full co­ 
operation of efforts. 
Under the new 
plan, however, ail this work is under 
one head, and with the increased fund 
available the scope and extent of the 
work can he greatly widened. 
T he board of trustees unanimously 
chose George I. Christie as su pe rin te n ­ 
dent of the new d epartm ent. 
Ile has 
been in charge of the agricultural ex­ 
tension work for several years.

Count Leo Tolstoy once referred to 
Diaz us “the greatest ruler of our age.” 
Theodore Roosevelt railed him *"the 
greatest statesman now living.** What 
manner of man is this who * an 'vin so

In the firs! plane, ho Impart Indian, his 
mother having been J* halfbreed and 
Ills father, an innkeeper, having had 
Indian blood. Porflrio was born in 1S30, 
on Sept J3, the anniversary of Mex­ 
ico's strike for liberty’. While still a 
child he lost his father and Ills yon: Ii 
was one a f struggle and poverty. 


Intended For'Priesthood. 
The mother’s ambition was that he 
should Lake orders,.and he was placed I 
under a priest for study. The lad had ' 
more martial and worldly aspirations, j

law. 
When tile war wit I the I nil cd Slates 
.broke out he went from his home in 
Oaxaca t«» become a soldier, but I>Afore 
seeing a battle his country had sur­ 
rendered. 
Returning to the law, he 
studied and taught by turii<, be 'ombre 
a full fledged professor al the age of 
twenty-four. 
Then lie took up arms 
against .Santa Anna and, placing him­ 
self at the head of a band of peons, 
helped in the dictator's overthrow. Iii 
1858 be joined the anay of Juarez in 
the figbi against the clericals, first 
serving as captain 
and 
leading a 
charge with a bullet hole iii his sitF* 
For gallantry in ties and in a later bat 
tie which lie fungi t to recover his na­ 
tive town Diaz was promoted rapidly 
till he iM'caine a general, governor of 
a state, commander of a district and 
member of congress. 
When our own civil war occurred 
and the Monroe doctrine was hung up 
for a season. France. England and 
other European powers took tho-oppor 
trinity to interven* in Mexico. It wa? 
then that Diaz became known as “the 
hero of Puebla.” 
On the invasion cf tile French in­ 
field the town against the besieger- 
and repulsed them, although out nu rn 
bored three to one. 
Irater the French 
were re-enforced and in the end <-v.ru 
pel I cd his surrender. 
He refuser! to 
sign a parole and was imprisoned, burt 
made a perilous escape disguised as 
an Indian and became commander <ctf 
the army of the east. 


Glory In Defeat. 
So splendid was tile defense of f*u 
•ebla that the anniversary of the fire’ 
battle, the 5th of Max. was made a 
national holiday. 
A brusque American-*.uce asked the j 
president, “Why do yon .Mexicans cele 
brate a defeat when you know that 
the TYe ne Ii finally took ’Puebla?** 
President Diaz, with a twinkle In his 
<eye, replied: “Perhaps we have imitat­ 
ed the Americans even to the extent 
-of celebrating our defeats for I have 
been told that the British defeated 
Hie colonists at file battle of Bunker 
Hill, and yet you built a monument to 
commemorate theievent.” 
After Maximilian became-emperor of 
Mexico and Baza hie was placed in 
command <«f the Imperial atimy Diaz 
refused allegiance to the empire and 
was still further heibitterod by the 
execution of his brother, a republican 
soldier like himself. 
Bazaine at first 
tried to corrupt Diaz and, faffing in 
this, led a gloat array against bim, 
capturing him after stubborn fighting 
and throwing him into prison a second 
time. 
While incarcerated Diaz r e liv ­ 
ed an offer of liberty dire?* from Maxi­ 
milian if he would be a general of the 
empire. 
Spurning the aeeond oppor­ 
tunity to become a traitor, tile future 
presideut once more escape! by clam­ 
bering over the tops of Imildings and 
falling into a sty full of pigs, making 
bis 
getaway 
during

clamor. - 
After the American civil war was 
ended the Monroe doctrine was taken 
down from Its nail, dusted off and 
tacked on Uncle Sam's front door In 
sight of all the world. 
Napoleon the 
Little was reminded by our state de­ 
partment that this would be a good 
time for him to remove his French 
tiddlers from the western hemisphere, I 
whi- h ho did forthwith, leaving Maxi­ 
milian to shift f<-r himself. 
It was 
the twi- e imprisoned, twice tempted 
and twice escaped patriot general, 
Porflrio Diaz, who at this juncture 
captured the City of Mexico, and 
Maximilian lasted about long enough 
to be taken out one morning before 
breakfast and shot. 
Power Follows Defeats. 
General Diaz’s first marriage was 
celebrated during his siege of the Mex­ 
ican capital.
